REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMKN 


Antrim. like  most  southern  New  Hampshire  towns  is,  at  the  same  time, 
enjoying  the  fruits  of  a  booming  economy  and  a  low  unemployment  rate  and 
suffering  the  pains  that  invariably  accompany  these  prosperous  periods. 
"Starter  homes"  advertised  in  six  figxiies  put  home  ownership  beyond  the  reach 
of  many  younger  people,  while  increased  taxes  and  costs  of  services  and 
utilities  make  it  evermore  difficult  for  people  on  fixed  incomes  to  maiiiLaiii 
their  living  standards.  The  Selectmen  have  made  an  earnest  effort  to  strike  a 
balance  between  maintaining  the  character  and  charm  of  a  small  town  and  still 
encouraging  orderly  growth. 

The  devastating  fire  in  Hylands'  Apartments  destroyed  one  of  Main  Streets' 
fine  old  homes  and  hopefully  some  equally  attractive  structure  will  be  built  on 
the  site  in  the  near  future.  Renovations  in  some  downtown  commercial 
properties,  particularly  the  Antrim  Inn,  have  helped  to  improve  the  appearance 
of  the  down  town  area. 

The  flooding  in  April  caused  more  than  thirty  thousand  dollars  in  damages 
to  Town  roads  most  of  which,  fortunately,  was  covered  by  aid  from  the  State. 
Except  for  the  flooding,  nature  was  kind  to  the  area,  and  winter  problems  were 
average . 

Road  maintenance  continues  to  be  a  major  problem  as  the  ravages  of  time 
and  weather  and  ever  increasing  traffic  take  their  toll.  Another  member  was 
added  to  the  highway  departm(;nt  crew  and  increased  use  of  vehicles  is  adding  to 
repair  and  replacement  costs.  Police  Department  costs  continue  to  escalate  as 
growth  in  the  area  increases  traffic  and  crime  rates.   The  1988  budget  reflects 
all  of  these  costs  as  well  as  increases  in  insurance  and  legal  fees. 

Hawthorne  College  Js  experiencing  some  severe  financial  prob'enis.   Closing 
of  the  College  would  be  a  blow  to  the  Town  both  culturally  and  financially. 

In  spite  of  the  increased  costs  of  operating  the  Town,  we  ant icj putt.'  a  tax 
increase  for  1988  of  about  seventy  cents  per  tiiousand  which  would  bring  it  back 
to  the  1986  level  after  dropping  an  equal  amount  in  1987. 

Along  with  the  other  problems  the  Town  must;  confront  is  the  lack  of 
interest  shown  in  Town  affairs.  Poor  votei-  turn  out,  refusal  to  serve  on 
committees  and  boards,  and  incontestable  officers  on  the  ballot  arc  all 
indications  of  public  indifference.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

Just  when  we  all  breathed  a  sigh  of  relief  that  winter  was  over, 
we  had  the  worst  flood  in  a  fifty  (50)  year  record.  The  Flood  of 
"87"  will  be  remembered  for  years  to  come. 

As  roads  washed  out,  the  road  crew  hauled  sand  and  gravel  from 

place  to  place  in  an  effort  to  keep  the  roads  open.  We  felt  like 

little  boys  with  our  thumbs  in  the  dike,  trying  to  hold  back  the 

water.  Bridges,  as  well  as  washed  out  roads  had  to  be  closed. 

Tl-ie  rush  of  water  over  the  Loverns  Mill  Bridge  was  just  one 
of  the  sights  to  be  seen.  Boats  taking  people  to  and  from  their 
homes  made  all  sit  up  and  take  notice  of  just  how  lucky  we  were.  The 
only  losses  experienced  were  of  a  monitary  value.  The  Federal 
Government  did  step  in,  and  agreed  to  pay  80%  of  the  known  damage. 

With  all  Federal  money,  there  is  paper  work.  How  many  yards  of 
fill,  and  how  many  man  hours  were  required  to  repair  a  particular 
hole?  Good  questions,  but  hard  to  answer,  when  all  your  men  did  was 
rush  to  plug  the  holes  as  they  appeared,  in  a  successful  effort  to 
protect  people,  not  to  take  the  time  to  calculate  hours  and  the  amount 
of  fill.  F.E.M.A.  was  understanding  of  the  problems  the  Town  faced 
in  preparing  the  required  reports  and  have  made  payments  of 
$19, '^133  05;  with  additional  funds  of  $12,891 .00, yet  due  the  Town. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  Harvey  Goodwin,  and  his  bridge 
crew,  for  the  excellent  job  in  replacing  Loverns  Mill  Bridge.  The 
Highway  Department  helped  to  prepare  the  site  to  shorten  the  incon- 
venience time  caused  by  the  closure  of  the  bridge. 

With  funds  allocated  for  road  improvement,  we  managed  to  rebuild 
a  mile  and  three  tenths  (1  -^/lO)  of  Old  Pound  Road.  Six  Hundred 
(600)  feet  on  the  top  of  Birch  Point  Road  was  also  dug  up  and  re- 
graveled. 

The  old  bridge  on  West  Street  was  replaced  with  an  a luminum 
culvert.   Seven  hundred  (700)  feet  of  the  roughest  section  of  this 
road  was  rebuilt.  We  left  the  road  graveled  through  the  winter,  and 
will  resurface  it  in  1988. 

We  spent  many  hours  regraveling  the  gravel  roads  and  adding 
cross  drainage  in  an  effort  to  cure  some  of  the  problems  we  have  had 
with  the  water  flow. 

Four  hundred  (400)  yards  of  patch  were  made  and  distributed 
throughout  the  Town. 

A  lot  of  concern  for  the  safety  of  children  coming  and  going  to 
school  along  the  Summer  Street  Dam,  resulted  in  our  installing  a  fence 
by  the  dam. 

It  is  my  intention  to  rebuild  two  mile  of  Elm  Avenue  Road 
if  the  Road  Improvement  budget  is  approved. 

Your  Highway  Department  took  the  time  to  insulate  walls  and 
ceilings  in  two  unfinished  bays  of  the  Town  Barn.  This  area  is  now 
being  heated,  making  it  possible  to  work  on  the  equipment  during  the 
winter,  as  well  as  preventing  problems  with  start  up  during  very  cold 
days. 
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I  would  like  to  thank  the  Town's  people  for  the  support  that  they 
have  shown  for  the  Department,  and  I  am  looking  forward  to  serving 
you  through  another  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  AND  WATER  DEPARTMENT 


The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Sewer  and  Water 
Department . 

For  the  first  few  years  of  operation  we  have  enjoyed  relatively 
low  maintenance  costs  for  the  Sewer  Department  due  to  the  fact  that 
all  the  piping  and  equipment  was  new.  Over  the  past  year,  the 
chickens  have  started  to  come  home  to  roost  and  we  have  incurred  some 
substantial  expenses. 

One  major  item  has  been  the  emergency  generation  system  at  the 
Concord  St.  pump  station.  That  system  has  not  been  consistently 
available  for  reliable  operation  for  the  past  year  and  we  have  finally 
decided  to  cut  our  losses  and  install  a  new,  Catepillar  generating 
unit.  That  work  should  be  completed  within  the  next  few  months. 

The  aeration  system  for  the  three  sewer  lagoons  has  been  declining 
in  effectiveness  for  several  years  and  this  past  summer  we  shut  it 
down  for  an  entire  week  for  repairs,  improvements  and  cleaning.  The 
results  have  proved  to  be  well  worth  the  effort  and  the  system  is  now 
working  as  it  should. 

One  concern  we  still  have  regards  our  limited  capacity  to  absorb 
septage  (septage  is  the  septic  waste  and  sludge  which  must  be  periodic- 
ally removed  from  septic  tanks).  Because  of  its  concentration,  septage 
can  be  as  much  as  50  times  as  potent  as  normal  municipal  sewage  in 
terms  of  the  demand  it  places  on  the  treatment  facility.  Our  septage 
receiving  and  pretreatment  facilities  are  inadequate,  so  it  will  be 
necessary  to  work  out  a  scheduling  program  with  the  sptage  haulers 
in  order  to  live  within  our  present  capabilities.  During  the  summer 
months  our  processing  capacity  is  approxiamtely  1000  gallons  per  day. 

During  the  winter  months  the  capacity  is  much  less  and  during  that 
period  waste  will  only  be  accepted  from  property  owners  or  residents 
of  Antrim  and  Bennington.  The  important  priority  is  for  everyone  to 
plan  well  in  advance.   If  you  expect  to  have  your  septic  tank  pumped 
this  year,  contact  a  septic  hauler  early  in  the  season  so  he  can  work 
out  a  schedule  with  Jim  Cruthers,  our  Superintendent. 

TTje  town  of  Antrim  was  successful  in  its  application  for  a  $300,000 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  for  improvements  to  the  water  system. 
A  2.34  acre  lot  on  Pleasant  St.  has  been  purchased  from  the  Monadnock 
Paper  Mills  Real  Estate  Trust,  as  a  site  for  the  storage  facility  and, 
after  competitive  bidding,  the  Town  has  signed  a  contract  with  the 
NATGUN  Corporation  of  Wakefield,  MA,  for  $364,600  for  the  construction 
of  an  0.5  million  gallon  water  tank  and  associated  piping.  Bid 
documents  are  now  in  preparation  for  the  12  inch  diameter  pipeline 
on  Pleasant  St . ,  and  the  necessary  telemetry  and  controls  to  connect 
the  existing  pump  at  the  gravel-packed  well  to  the  new  storage  tank. 
We  hope  to  let  that  contract  in  April  and  see  the  completion  of  the 
entire  project  some  time  in  August  or  September. 

Due  to  the  increased  maintenance  in  the  Sewer  Dept.,  and  the 
expenses  connected  with  the  Water  Department  improvement  project,  the 
Sewer  and  Water  rates  will  have  to  be  increased. 
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Effective  with  the  next  billing,  the  rates  will  be  as  follows:

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANTRIM  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


It  appears  that  the  Antrim  Police  Department  has  finally 
stabilized  its  personnel  problem.   Since  1983,  when  the  Town  voted 
to  add  a  third  patrolman,  the  Police  Department  has  gone  through 
seven  men.  Most  of  the  former  Police  Officers  left  because  of  the 
long  hours  required  of  each  member  of  a  three-man  Police  Department. 

We  have  settled  into  our  new  headquarters  in  the  Town  Hall  quite 
comfortably  and  have  found  that  the  new  Police  Station  is  more 
convenient  and  accessible  to  the  public. 

TTie  1987  statistics  reveal  an  increase  and  change  in  the  crimes 
investigated  by  the  Antrim  Police  Department.  The  most  significant 
increases  involve  drug  related  offenses,  sexual  assaults,  and  cases 
involving  juveniles. 

The  Police  Dpartment  also  investigated  an  Armed  Robbery  in  1987, 
which  eventually  resulted  in  the  arrest  of  the  suspect.  This  robbery 
once  again  showed  the  importance  of  citizen  cooperation  with  the 
Police  Department  in  the  gathering  of  information,  no  matter  how 
insignificant  the  information  might  first  appear. 

The  robbery  case,  along  with  the  other  increases  in  crimes 
reported  has  made  it  necessary  to  spend  more  time  on  investigations. 

Cruiser  problems  plagued  us  throughout  1987,  finally  making  it 
necessary  to  purchase  a  new  cruiser  in  June,  when  our  1985  cruiser 
caught  fire.   I  feel  the  time  has  come  for  the  Town  to  replace  the 
police  cruiser  every  two  years  rather  than  every  three  years  as  was 
customary  in  the  past,  due  to  the  high  maintenance  costs  and  undependa- 
bility  that  we  have  experienced  during  the  third  year  of  vehicle  use. 

Ttie  members  of  the  Antrim  Police  Department  would  like  to  thank 
the  Townspeople  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation.

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TOWN  ADMINISTRATION  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

BACKGROUND: 

This  conunittee  was  established  by  an  affirmative 
vote  on  Article  22  (as  amended)  of  the  Town  Warrant  at 
the  1987  Town  Meeting.   This  issue  has  been  considered 
by  the  Town  of  Antrim  for  the  past  nine  years.   In 
previous  years  other  committees  studying  this  issue 
returned  to  Town  Meeting  to  report  that  more  study  was 
neede-3.   It  r^ay  therefore  be  concluded  that  this  issue 
has  been  one  of  considerable  concern  for  many  years. 

TASK: 

To  study  the  feasibility  of  employing  an 
Administrative  Assistant  or  Town  Manager  for  the  Town  of 
Antrim. 

MEMBERS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE: 

Edwin  Rowehl,  Mariann  Moery,  Mary  Allen,  Robert 
Edwards,  David  Penny,  Chairman. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1.  The  committee  recommends  that  the  Town  of  Antrim 
employ  an  Administrative  Assistant.   This  person  should 
be  a  professional  with  a  strong  public  administration 
background  who  can  make  decisions  on  the  basis  of 
analytical  ability  and  within  the  constraints  of 
political  reality.   For  the  past  several  years,  the  Town 
of  Antrim,  along  with  many  other  towns  in  the  region, 
has  been  faced  with  threat  of  rapid  growth  as  well  as  an 
increased  management  burden  due  to  requirements  placed 
upon  it  by  the  state  and  federal  governments.   Many  of 
the  administrative  functions  of  the  office  have  grown 
beyond  the  capabilities  of  the  elected  Selectnen  in 
their  part-time  "layman"  capacity.   The  Administrative 
Assistant  would  report  directly  to  the  Selectmen  and 
would  be  qualified  to  assist  them  in  their  formidable 
task  of  guiding  this  Town  through  the  challenges  of  the 
remainder  of  this  century.   The  committee  has  developed 
a  detailed  job  description  for  this  position  and  has 
sponsored  a  warrant  article  which  will  create  and  fund 
this  position  and  set  up  a  search  committee  and  process 
to  select  an  appropriate  candidate. 

2.  The  committee  recommends  against  the  employment 
of  a  Town  Manager.   The  N.H.  General  Court,  in 
establishing  RSA  37:1-17,  has  mandated  that  the 
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employment  of  a  Town  Manager  will  actually  change  the 
form  of  local  government,  removing  much  of  the  authority 
from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  placing  it  with  the  Town 
Manager.   It  is  the  opinion  of  the  study  committee  that 
the  current  governmental  structure  in  the  Town  of  Antrim 
is  working  well  and  that  a  major  change  in  this 
structure  is  not  warranted. 

METHOD  OF  STUDY: 

The  committee  held  two  public  hearings  and  received 
valuable  input  from  the  public  at  large.   Members  of  the 
committee  reviewed  the  administrative  procedures 
currently  utilized  by  the  Town  Office  staff.   In 
addition,  they  met  with  members  of  the  former  study 
committee,  the  Selectmen  and  the  various  town  department 
heads  as  well  as  town  board  and  commission  members.   The 
committee  also  met  with  Beth  Kenney,  the  Administrative 
Assistant  for  the  Town  of  Swanzey  and  formerly 
Administrative  Assistant  for  the  Town  of  Greenfield; 
Valerie  Holden,  the  Administrative  Assistant  for  the 
Town  of  Dublin;  and  Donald  Rich,  the  Town  Manager  for 
the  Town  of  Jaffrey.   We  reviewed  course  outlines  for 
degree  programs  in  public  administration  as  well  as 
proposals  and  job  descriptions  from  other  towns.   The 
committee  also  contacted  the  N.H.  Municipal  Association 
for  guidelines  on  the  job  description  and  the  initiation 
of  a  candidate  search. 

JOB  DESCRIPTION: 

The  following  job  description  is  designed  to 
delegate  much  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen's  administrative 
tasks  to  the  Administrative  Assistant  while  leaving  the 
actual  policy  decisions  vested  in  the  Board.   The 
clerical  and  bookkeeping  functions  would  remain  assigned 
to  the  Secretary/Bookkeeper  who  would  report  directly  to 
the  Administrative  Assistant. 


TOWN  OF  ANTRIM 
ADMINISTRATIVE  ASSISTANT  TO  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

JOB  TITLE:   Administrative  Assistant 

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION:   Under  the  broad  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Administrative  Assistant  will 
provide  assistance  in  the  operation  of  Town  government. 
Responsibilities  will  include  coordinating  the  daily 
administrative  functions  of  the  Town  Office,  supervising 
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daily  Town  0£flce  operations  and  assisting  in  the 
administration  of  the  personnel,  financial  and 
purchasing  policies  of  the  Town.   The  Administrative 
Assistant  will  exercise  a  considerable  degree  of 
independent  judgement  and  will  be  evaluated  by  the 
Selectmen  through  conferences,  reports  and 
administrative  procedures. 

QUALIFICATIONS: 

1.  Bachelors  degree  in  Public  Management  or  related 
field. 

2.  Two  years  municipal  administrative  experience  in 
a  decision  making  capacity. 

3.  Good  working  knowledge/experience  of  municipal 
accounting  and  related  procedures,  including  financial 
management . 

4.  Strong  verbal  and  written  communication  skills. 

5.  Good  office  management  skills  and  ability  to 
deal  with  the  public. 

OR  any  equivalent  combination  of  experience  and 
education  which  demonstrates  possession  of  the  required 
knowledge,  skills  and  abilities.   Applicants  with  broad 
computer  experience  will  be  given  special  consideration. 


DUTIES  AND  RESPONSIBILITIES: 

1.  Develop  the  Town  budget  in  cooperation  with 
Selectmen  and  department  heads;  supervise  daily 
administration  of  budget;  analyze  expenditure  trends  and 
report  potential  problems  to  the  Selectmen;  complete  a 
financial  statement  each  month  including  a  cash  flow 
analysis . 

2.  Coordinate  all  purchasing  with  Selectmen  and 
department  heads  including  the  review  of  all  purchase 
requisitions,  the  drafting  of  specifications,  and  the 
evaluation  of  competitive  bids  received. 

3.  Coordinate  the  daily  administrative  functions  of 
the  Town  Office;  serve  as  liaison  between  the  Selectmen 
and  all  town  departments,  boards  and  committees. 

4.  Supervise  the  preparation  of  a  weekly  agenda  and 
gather  pertinent  supporting  data.   Attend  the  weekly 
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Selectmen's  meetings  and  other  town  department  or  board 
meetings  as  required. 

5.  Assist  in  developing  and  maintaining 
administrative  policies  and  procedures  for  the 
Selectmen.   These  policies  and  procedures  include  but 
are  not  limited  to  the  following:  personnel 
administration,  purchasing,  welfare  and  town 
administration. 

6.  Arrange  meetings  at  the  request  of  the 
Selectmen.   Represent  the  Selectmen  whenever  they  are 
unavailable  and  monitor  the  activities  of  committees 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

7.  Address  public  inquiries  and  complaints,  as 
appropriate,  and  notify  the  Selectmen  of  inquiries  and 
complaints  as  necessary.   Draft  all  correspondence  from 
Selectmen  subject  to  their  review  and  signature. 
Prepare  press  releases  and  progress  reports  as 
appropriate  with  approval  of  Selectmen. 

8.  Maintain  a  calendar  of  Town  events,  deadlines 
and  activities  to  ensure  that  all  official  requirements 
are  completed  on  schedule  and  that  the  Selectmen  are 
aware  of  Town  activities  and  pending  actions. 

9.  Supervise  the  posting  and  public  notification  of 
all  bids,  legal  notices  and  all  Town  advertising. 

10.  Coordinate  the  preparation  of  agreements  and 
easements  relative  to  rights-of-way  and  land  for  Town 
use . 

11.  Develop  timetables  for  town  programs  and 
services,  assist  the  Planning  Board  with  the  development 
and  implementation  of  a  Capital  Improvement  Program. 

12.  Monitor  operations  of  outside  agencies  and 
organizations  which  provide  services  to  the  Town, 
including  the  Contoocook  Valley  Regional  School 
District. 

13.  Supervise  the  preparation  and  printing  of  the 
annual  Town  Report,  warrant  and  other  reports  as 
required,  in  cooperation  with  the  Selectmen. 

14.  Research  and  complete  applications  for  federal 
and  state  grants,  make  grant  reports  to  Selectmen,  and 
ensure  proper  reporting  to  the  granting  agency. 
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15.  Review  annually  and  make  recommendations  on  Town 
insurance  coverage  and  premiums. 

16.  Assist  and  advise  the  Selectmen  on  matters 
relating  to  town  welfare  cases. 

17.  Assist  the  Selectmen  in  the  administration  of 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  as  required. 

18.  Directly  supervise  all  Town  Office  staff  as  well 
as  assist  the  Selectmen  in  personnel  functions  such  as 
hiring,  training,  and  evaluating.   Assist  in  developing 
town  personnel  policies. 

19.  Identify  and  discuss,  with  the  Selectmen, 
thoughts  and  ideas  that  could  provide  for  more  efficient 
and/or  economic  operation  of  Town  government.   Advise 
the  Selectmen  in  all  municipal  areas. 

20.  Other  related  duties  as  assigned  by  the 
Selectmen. 


SALARY  RANGE: 

After  consulting  with  other  towns  and  the  N.H. 
Municipal  Association,  the  committee  recommends  that  the 
initial  annual  salary  range  for  the  this  position  be  set 
at  $21,000  to  $25,000  commensurate  with  experience. 

SEARCH  COMMITTEE: 

The  nine  member  search  committee  is  modeled  after 
search  committees  in  other  towns.   This  committee  should 
be  made  up  of  the  three  Selectmen,  two  members  of  the 
study  committee  (to  provide  continuity)  and  four 
citizens  chosen  at  large  by  the  Moderator.   The  search 
committee  should  use  the  personnel  services  of  the  N.H. 
Municipal  Association  to  conduct  the  actual  search, 
screen  candidates  and  present  the  committee  with  a  group 
of  appropriate  candidates  for  final  interviews  and 
selection .

The  Town  Administration 
Study  Committee 
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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

The  Antrim  Board  of  Adjustment  considered  11  cases 
this  past  year,  a  relatively  low  number  of  cases  in 
light  of  the  growing  building  pressures  in  Antrim  and  a 
figure  which  will  probably  be  surpassed  in  1988. 

Variance  requests  before  the  board  are  becoming 
complex  and  we  are  finding  it  necessary  to  refer  more 
and  more  questions  to  legal  counsel.   A  decision  to  deny 
a  variance  request  for  condominium  conversions  this  fall 
resulted  in  a  lawsuit  for  the  town.   Projected  legal 
costs  for  the  suit  added  $3500  to  the  board's  budget 
this  year,  with  the  possiblity  of  additional  fees  if  the 
suit  continues  into  1989. 

The  increasing  time  demands  appear  to  have 
discouraged  residents  from  serving  on  the  board  and 
presently  there  are  several  openings  for  members  and 
alternates  which  remain  unfilled.   Valued,  seasoned 
board  members  have  felt  the  time  crunch  and  we  have 
missed  the  counsel  of  long-time  members  like  Robert 
Flanders  and  Ed  Hemas  this  year.   On  the  brighter  side 
we  feel  fortunate  to  have  added  Barbara  Elia  as  our 
secretary  and  to  have  Patricia  Hammond-Grant  continue  as 
our  clerk  -  their  work  is  invaluable  to  the  board. 

Last  spring,  three  members  of  the  BOA  were  invited 
to  join  the  Planning  Board,  Selectmen  and  a  professional 
planner  from  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission  in 
drafting  a  new  Zoning  Ordinance.   BOA  members  have  been 
increasingly  frustrated  over  the  past  few  years  with 
present  Zoning  Ordinance  and  welcomed  this  opportunity 
to  assist  in  drafting  this  key  document.   The  Planning 
Board's  decision  not  to  place  the  new  ordinance  on  the 
ballot  this  March  was  a  disappointment  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  final  revisions  to  the  Ordinance  will  be 
finished  quickly  and  approved  by  the  voters  at  the 
Special  Town  Meeting.

After  many  years,  the  popular  Isabell  Nichols  has  resigned  as 
librarian.  She  will  be  missed  at  that  post.  A  well-attended  open 
house  was  hosted  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library  at  the  time  of  her 
retirement. 

In  the  search  for  a  new  librarian,  we  looked  for  someone  who: 

-  Worked  well  with  children 

-  Could  become  familiar  with  Antrim  needs 

-  Would  answer  archival/genealogical  requests 

Our  new  librarian,  Christine  A.  Fleischer  took  full  charge  on 
July  1,  1987. 

The  first  phase  of  the  handicapped/elderly  entrance  is  nearly 
completed.  Vrds   includes  driveway,  parking  lot,  and  roofing  along 
the  ell.  The  next  phases  will  be  a  wheel  chair  ramp  and  its  entrance 
at  first  floor  level. 

T\\e   asbestos  has  been  removed  from  the  basement  pipes.  Under 
a  new  mandate,  every  square  foot  of  our  property  must  be  tested  for 
asbestos  and  if  found,  it  must  be  removed. 

As.  part  of  the  State  project  on  preservation  of  local  newspapers, 
the  Antrim  Reporter  will  be  put  on  microfiche.  The  State  will  have 
a  copy  and  we  will  receive  one. 

Members  of  the  Historical  Society  have  attended  a  preservation 
workshop.  They  are  involved  in  finding  the  best  storage  procedure 
for  documents  housed  at  the  library. 

The  Apple  HE  has  been  purchased  for  our  use.  This  will  upgrade 
the  searching  for  and  acquiring  of  materials  around  the  state. 
Cataloging  and  patron  registration  will  be  done  on  the  machine. 

It  has  been  our  good  fortune  to  receive  gifts  of  money  from  Frank 
and  Jean  Berry  and  from  Carter  Muncie.  We  plan  to  put  these  gifts 
to  good  use,  adding  to  our  children's  books. 

Volunteer  help  is  always  needed  at  the  library.  We  are  in  need 
of  people  who  can  give  an  hour  or  hours  at  the  circulation  desk,  putting 
putting  out  new  periodical,  filing  catalogue  cards,  or  people  who  have 
an  artistic  bent  for  displays  or  making  materials.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN,  1987 

1987  was  a  year  ot  steady  qrowth  and  chanqe  tor  the 
library.  Our  yearly  circulation  tiqure  was  22.192  and  we 
registered  154  new  patrons.  We  added  about  500  new  books  to 
the  collection  and  we  leased  62  new  books  through  the 
McNauqhton  Plan.  We  receiyed  65  periodicals,  11  of  therri  tor 
children.  We ' ye  also  acouired  34  new  video  tapes, 
increasing  our  collection  of  films  to  46  titles.  We 
borrowed  169  items  from  other  1 ibraries  ana  loaned  out  47. 

In  order  to  facil itate  our  inter-1 ibrary  loan 
procedures,  we  acquired  an  Apple  lie  personal  computer.  We 
can  now  access  the  Nevj  Hampshire  State  Library  and  sei^rch 
for  requested  items  more  quickly  and  efficiently.  The 
computer  is  also  being  used  to  improve  our  record  keeping 
and  processing  procedures. 

During  the  year,  over  3,000  school  children  and  their 
teachers  attended  story  hours  and  book  talks  at  the  library. 
We  had  35  children  enrolled  in  our  "Dog  Dav%  of  Summer" 
program  and  281  children  attended  other  orograms  put  on  by 
the  Friends  of  the  Library.  Besides  childrens'  programs, 
the  Friends  wrote  nevjsl  etters  ,  ran  their  yearly  booksale, 
provided  volunteer  services  in  the  library,  provided 
outreach  services  to  the  hamebound  ,  ran  errands,  and  gave 
donations  of  time  ana  books. 

Other  Changes  during  the  year  include  the  new  parking 
lot  in  the  rear  of  the  building.  The  Trustees  put  much  time 
ana  effort  into  getting  the  area  oaved  and  making  the  back 
entrance  accessible  to  the  elderly,  handicapped,  and  small 
children  who  have  found  the  front  entrance  to  be  almost  un- 
manageab 1 e . 

The  last  major  change  concerns  the  staff.  After  years 
of  faithful  service  to  the  community,  Isabel  Nichols  has 
retired  and  is  turning  her  many  talents  in  other  directions. 
She  IS  very  much  missed  here  at  the  1 ibrary  and  we  could  not 
let  her  go  without  acknowledging  her  contribution  to  the 
town  and  its  residents  and  tnanking  her  for  her  many  years 
of  hard  work  .

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest 
fire  prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fir-e  Warden  for  nore  informa- 
tion. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  tiie  responsibil- 
ity of  State  Forestry  officials.  Owr   state  has  excellent  timber 
harvest  regulations,  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber 
harvest  tax  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden, 
or  Concord  Forest  Protection  Headquarters  at  (603/  271-2217.

Antrim-Bennington  Recycling  Committee 

For  1987 


The  Recycling  Committee  has  continued  its  efforts  at  the  landfill, 
working  toward  greater  recycling.  At  the  same  time,  we  have  devoted 
time  to^v'ard  studying  the  subject,  working  with  the  New  Hampshire 
Resource  Recovery  Association.  The  Committee  has  been  kept  informed 
of  new  methods  and  programs,  and  has  continued  the  magazine  exchange 
program,  located  in  the  shed  across  from  the  glass  barrel  collection 
area.  This  program  enables  you  to  swap  your  old  magazines  and  find 
a  new  assortment  of  reading  materials. 

Mr.  Robert  Parker  and  Mr.  Scott  Carbee,  have  been  added  to  the 
committee  by  Francestown.  The  three  towns  have  commissioned  our 
committee  to  undertake  a  study  and  to  make  recommendations  to  our 
three  towns  regarding  mandatory  recycling. 

At  the  same  time,  the  three  towns  expect  to  commission  a 
consulting  study,  by  the  New  Hampshire  Resource  Recovery  Association, 
using  the  benefit  of  their  experience  and  expertise. 

The  Selectmen  have  informed  us  that  they  recognize  that  mandatory 
recycling  will  not  be  a  popular  subject,  but  that  they  hope  and  expect 
if  not  this  year,  at  least  fairly  soon,  is  inevitable. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  thank  all  those  who  have  assisted 
in  the  past  and  to  ask  that  all  citizens  who  might  have  suggestions 
in  this  regard  contact  a  member  of  the  committee.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE 


In  January,  1987,  we  undertook  three  projects  as  our  goal. 
These  projects  were: 

1.  A  Town  Emergency  Plan  compiled  and  submitted  to  the 
State,  making  Antrim  eligible  for  Federal  and  State 
Aid  in  case  of  disaster. 

2.  Establish  an  Emergency  Management  Center  with  adequate 
office  and  communications  equipment. 

3.  Establish  an  Evacuation  Center. 

To  this  end,  $1000.00  was  requested  and  granted  by  the  Town. 
We  understood  that  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  would 
refund  us  50<t  on  the  dollar  for  our  expenditures.   This  was  not  to  be. 

ITie  first  project  was  written,  submitted  and  approved.  That 
was  fortunate,  as  by  May  we  needed  help. 

Space  was  found  for  the  Emergency  Management  Center,  including 
a  desk,  and  filing  cabinet.  Communications  equipment  will  be 
installed. 

At.  evacuation  Center  already  existed  in  the  Baptist  Church,  run 
by  its  own  committee  and  supported  by  the  other  Churches  and  relief 
organizations. 

By  the  end  of  April,  we'd  experienced  a  major  fire  displacing 
over  forty  people.  Two  floods  causing  the  Evacuation  Center  to  be 
activated  and  a  prolonged  power  outage. 

Concern  that  a  power  outage  was  our  most  likely  disaster- to-be, 
we  decided  to  purchase  a  generator  powerful  enough  to  heat  and  light 
the  Town  Hall.   If  the  need  arose,  the  Town  Hall  could  be  used  as 
an  Evacuation  Center  and  the  Town  government  could  still  function. 

To  this  end,  $500.00  was  spent  on  a  generator  and  $400.00  was 
committed  for  wiring  the  Town  Hall. 

During  the  floods,  there  was  considerable  confusion  at  all  levels 
and  we  were  never  sure  of  what  was  happening.  A  need  for  better 
communications  and  better  understanding  of  local  flood  control  was 
urgently  needed.  This  will  be  the  major  goal  for  1988. 

Fcr  the  record,  most  of  the  Town  Plan  was  written  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  Town  Department  Heads.  Without  the  cooperation  of 
these  people,  and  others,  little  would  have  been  accomplished.
